CAP CHALLENGE: One New ldea or Tried and True Activity... A clever way to tell your
prevention story or any other unique relic that has remained constant promoting awareness of
child abuse along with the importance of prevention.

Sherie Trice: The Blue Ribbon Tree for Kids Slideshow is a growing tradition —a
new idea for 2017 would be to once again collect short video clips (no more
than 20 seconds) of participants ribbon-ing their tree along with personal short
testimonies answering the question, “Who stepped up in your life?” (again no
more than 15-20 seconds)

Vicki Land: Updated the group on the Call-A-Thon. If you are interested in
participating in the Call-A-Thon; contact Vicki Land.

Sarah Njunga: Casual For Kids T-shirts: Parent Promise will be selling T-shirts
and the design is usually created by a participant in the program. Individuals
who purchase the shirts can wear them on their own Casual T-shirt day.

Mindy Turner: Will be asking staff at the school to wear blue on a certain day.
Will create a Blue Ribbon Tree with students, maybe do a diaper drive where
participants can bring in diapers for clients, and wear jeans day.

Yolanda Lucero: Building a Blue Ribbon Tree

Mindy Bellack: Building a Blue Ribbon Tree at the courthouse, a community
event (trike-a-thon) where participants wear blue, participants will also learn
about tricycle safety; will be collaborating with TSET.

Gina Richardson: Will be encouraging all 26 SoonerStart sites to create their
own Blue Ribbon Tree.

Creek County: Community Easter Egg Hunt: Will have special Blue Eggs. Inside
the eggs will be statistics over child abuse in the area. Build a Blue Ribbon Tree
in Martha’s Corner for the community, will do a coloring and photo challenge,
Creek Nation will do a presentation at the mounds.

Patty DeMoraes: Building a Blue Ribbon Tree, Staff will wear blue and post it on
social media, Will put an article in the newspaper, may do a presentation at
Telemundo about Child Abuse.

Marilyn Walden: Proclamation with Mayor, decorate health department and
city hall, distribute information to schools.

CCFI: Build a Blue Ribbon Tree with the Boys and Girls Club, Will make a
message in the fence out of cups that state “Love Your Child”. Will have a group
connection covering stress, put informational flyers in diaper bags given to
community about coping with stress, may create a rap song with staff.

Jan Justice: Will provide 100 ways to love and encourage a child. The
information will be distributed at the courthouse and schools as well as creating
a Blue Ribbon Tree for Kids.



Shai Alexander: Will partner with DHS and have pinwheels, coloring sheets,
build a Blue Ribbon Tree. Will have participants write an essay; the winner will
receive donations. Spiderman will ride on the fire truck in honor of child abuse
prevention.

Robyn Sears: Try to reach out to faith-based organizations.

Brenda Rose: Informational sheets will be sent with parents, will build a Blue
Ribbon Tree, and will have a spot on the local radio station.

Emma Shandor: Will hand out information throughout the county, make a Blue
Ribbon Tree at the school, have a legislative luncheon, have the legislators listen
to them about their programs and allow them to give feedback.

Parent-Child Interaction
Training Program (PCIT)

The goal of PCIT is to teach parents of children from 2 - 7
years, how to build a warm and mutually rewarding }
relationship with their child, to teach their child desirable pro-
social behaviors and to decrease their child’s inappropriate

behaviors. \

v

The treatment program is a short term intervention approach,
approximately 12 - 14 weeks in length. The program utilizes
modeling, role-playing and coaching of parents to help them
master specialized skills that have been shown to be effective
for managing severe behavior problems in young children.

This therapy is conducted within the context of natural play
situations between a parent and child. This setting is

particularly important because play is the primary medium
through which young children learn new skills and work-th
developmental problems. g
